The firſt Epiſtle of St. Paul to Timoth „ 
Ch. I. Ver. 5. | 


Now the End of the Commandment is Charity, out 
of a pure Heart, and of a good Conſcience, and 
of Faith unfeigned. 


7 HIS Epiſtle of St. Paul to Timothy was written 
upon the following Occaſion. The Apoſtle, after 


having ſpept a long Time at Epheſus in preaching 
the Goſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, thought it 
proper to go from thence into Macedonia and Greece, that he 
might confirm his Diſciples there, in the Faith formerly deli- 


vered to them; and leſt the Ephefians ſhould ſuffer through 


the malicious Arts of the Oppoſers of his Doctrine, he ap- 
pointed his beloved Diſciple, Timothy, to preſide over them 
with Epiſcopal Authority, to preſerve them pure both in 
Doctrine and Diſcipline. 


Tux Church of Epbeſus was at that time much diſturbed 
by the Jewiſh Converts to Chriſtianity, who very zealouſly 


endeavoured to intermix the Law of Moſes with the Goſpel of | 


Jeſus Chriſt, and laid greater Streſs upon their fabulous Tra- 
ditions, their Genealogies, and other uſeleſs Subjects of idle 
Curioſity, than upon thoſe Doctrines, which were full of 
Edification to the Church of God. 


| TiMorTny was directed to withſtand theſe Enemies of the 
Goſpel, and the Apoſtle, upon this Occaſion, very properly 
declares, in the Words read to you, the End for which the 
A Goſpel 
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Goſpel was promulged, that ſo the Attention of Timothy 
might be faithfully and diligently applied towards confirming - 
the Diſciples in Diſpoſitions becoming the ſincere Profeffors 
of Chriſtianity : Now the End of the Commandment, ſays 
he, is Charity, out of a pure Heart, and of a good Conſcience, 
and of Faith unfeigned——Words ſhort in Compaſs, but in 
Signification moſt extenſive ; Words, which ſhould be engra- 
ven on the Heart of every. fincere Chriſtian ; for whoſoever 
- fulfils theſe Directions in his Conduct, whoſoever, from an 
unfeigned Faith, is conſtantly exerciſed in Chriſtian Charity, 
with a pure Heart, and a good Conſcience, acts as it becomes 
the humble and faithful Diſciple of Jeſus Chriſt. 


Ir will not therefore be improper, upon this preſent Occa- 
ſion, in the firſt Place to remind you of thoſe Duties which you 
have engaged yourſelves to' obſerve as Members of this our 
eſtabliſhed Church, and after that, to point out the Er- 
rors of our deluded Brethren, the Roman Catholicks : To ſhew 
the diſmal Conſequences, which are too juſtly to be appre- 
hended from their unhappy Miſtakes ; to conſider our 
viour towards them ; to excite you by all Chriſtian means to. 
promote their Converſion, and in order to that, to recom- 
mend the Scheme of our Charter Schools as a moſt effetual _ 
Method to produce this defirable End ; fince great Numbers 
may by this be delivered from dreadful Errors, groſs Igno- 
Tance, and wicked Idleneſs, and in their ſtead may be bleſſed 
with the Knowledge of the ſaving- Doctrines of Chriſt, and 
inſtructed in the Arts of Induſtry, from whence they may 
hereafter 2 8 themſelves and their Families comfortably 


and innocently. 


LT us then, in the firſt Place, confider ſeriouſly the Duties 
recommended in the Text, in which we are, by our Baptiſmal 
Vow, engaged to exerciſe ourſelves conſtantly ; and let us not,

as is too much the Faſhion, content ourſelves with a luke- 
warm Application to theſe Duties, but remember, that our 
Continuance here is both ſhort and uncertain ;- thatthis is 
a State of Trial and Probation ; that we are to riſe again to 
give an account of our Actions, and to be for ever rewarded 
or puniſhed in proportion to our Faith and our Works. 


I 8HALL begin with the laſt Thing mentioned in the Text, 
for it is the fundamental Principle of all our Duties, ſince, 
without a lively Faith, operating conſtantly in our Minds, it 

is in vain to look for Charity, a pure Heart, or a good Con- 
ſcience. | Ts 


B Faith then we know, that the Univerſe, with all it's 
_ ſeveral ſurpriſing Parts, and wonderful Variety of Inhabitants, 
was created by an eternal, ſelf-exiſtent, infinitely perfect 
Being, for his Glory and Service: By Faith we know, that 
Man was created innocent and perfect, and bountifully pro- 
vided with every Thing neceſſary for his Happineſs: That 
he was created a free Agent, and bound by Laws proper for 
the Regulation of his Actions: That he abuſed his Freedom, 
acted contrary to theſe Laws, and expoſed himſelf to the 
denounced Penalty, to the Dominion of Sin, and Death, 
the Conſequence of it. This was the deſperate Situation in 
which preſumptuous Pride and Diſobedience had involved 
our firſt Father and all his Poſterity, and ſuch muſt our Cir- 
cumſtances have been, if God in his infinite Mercy had not 
relieved us from them by a Diſpenſation equally gracious and 
aſtoniſhing, for by Faith we know that God ſo loved the World, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, to the End that all that be- 
lieve in bim, ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſting Life.* This 
Deſign of God in our favour, was, from the time of our 

2 448 Fall 
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Fall to that of our Redemption, very particularly and circum- 
ſtantially declared: The Perſon of our Redeemer ; the Time 
appointed for his appearance in the Fleſh,; The Sufferings which 
he was to undergo ; the End of thoſe Sufferings ; his Reſur- 
rection and Aſcenſion into Heaven, we e very exactly foretold 
by the Prophets. He was not a Creature; He was not an Arch- 
angel, for verily he took not on bim the Nature of Angels* : The 
Mord was with God, the Word was God + : This Word was made 
Fleſh and dwelt among us ; This Word, by whom all Things were 
created that are in Heaven and that are in the Earth, vifible and 
inviſible ; whether they be. Thrones or Dominions or Principali- 
ties or Powers, all things were created by bim and for him, and 
he is before all Things, and by bim all Things conſifft ||; and ſince 
he is the Creator of all Things, the ſame Apoſtle declares 
even the Heathens inexcuſable, who did not acknowled 
this Creator of all Things to be God, for the inviſible Things + 
of him, ſays St. Paul, from the Creation of the World, are 
clearly. ſeen, being underſtood by the Things that are made, even. 
his eternal Power and Godhead F. ANTS TRE 63 
Such, my Brethren, are the important Truths which are 
by Faith communicated to us, and from the ſame Principle 
we are taught to expect a Reſurrection both of the Juſt and 
Unjuſt, at which Time every Man ſhall be finally diſpoſed _ 
of according to his Works. How then does it become us, 
inſtructed in theſe Myſteries of Chriſtian Faith, to behave 
_ ourſelves? Our Lord and Maſter has given us eaſy and full 
Directions for our Conduct. We muſt, both out of Grati- 
tude and Intereſt, honour and obey our great Creator and 
merciful Redeemer in all our Actions: We muſt exerciſe 
ourſelves in Sobriety and Temperance, and apply ourſelyes 
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to the Improvement of our better Part, the Mind; by think- 
ing humbly of ourſelves, by keeping within the Limits preſ- 
{cribed to us, by 2 all extravagant Efforts of Paſ- 
ſion; We muſt behave ourſelves to our Neighbour as we 
would that he, in like | Circumſtances, ſhould” behave himſelf 
towards us; We muſt love-him as ourſelves, and then we 
ſhall fulfilthe whole Law : for if God Almighty has treated 
us, his finful Creatures, with ſo much Tenderneſs, Mercy 
and Compaſſion ; If he pardons our Offences, and bears with 
_ our: Infirmities, ſurely it becomes us to follow this great Ex- 
ample in our Behaviour towards each other. This is the ex- 
cellent Foundation of Chriſtian Charity, and, were all Men 
governed by this Principle of Love and Forbearance, were 
they reſcued from the narrow, intereſted Principles of Sel- 
fiſhneſs, and diſpoſed at all Times, in all Circumſtances and 
upon all Occaſions, to promote the Good of all, thoſe Out- 
rages and Paſſions, which now diſturb and deſtroy the Harmo- 


ny of this World, would ceaſe, to our great Satisfaction and 


Comfort; we ſhould live ſecure from Inſults and Injuries, and 
the Furies of Revenge, their violent Attendant ; Strangers to 


Pride and Envy; unacquainted with ſlanderous Detracti- 


ons and ' Calumnies ; free from Ambition and Avarice ; not 
maliciouſly nice and exact in computing the Faults and Over- 
ſights of our Neighbour, but rather bearing all things in him, 
believing all things, hoping all things, enduring all things.“ 


. You ſee from this ſhort Deſcription of Chriſtian Charity, 
how cloſely it is connected with a pure Heart; how ſuperior 
it muſt be to, and abſolutely untainted by, the miſerable 
Purſuits of earthly Minds: The Heart of ſuch a Man cannot 


be engaged in a low Attachment to the melancholy Projects 


of ſenſual Men, but muſt be always bleſſed with the Com-

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| forts of 2 good Conſcience, flac tal bets innate with = 


Conſtancy in a fair dutiful Manner towards God, his Neigh- 
bour and Himſelf. N n 


Ir were much to be wiſhed, that theſe happy Principles 


of Action prevailed in this our Country: But indeed our un- 
happy Situation, our religious Diviſions, the Errors and Igno- 


rance of the greateſt part of our Inhabitants, powe 
operate to the contrary ; for too many of-our People are loſt 
in the Errors of Popery, with very little Cauſe to hope for a 
Change in thoſe who through Age are hardened in their falſe 
Opinions. They reſt indeed with us upon the true Founda- 


tion, that Jeſus is the Chrift, the Saviour of the World; but 


they have miſerably erred in the Doctrines built upon this 
Foundation : They have, inſtead of Gold, Silver, and preci- 
ous Stones, piled up Wood, Hay, and Stubble upon it; for 
to what elſe can their numerous, abſurd Aſſertions be ſo apt- 
ly compared ? For indeed they have deformed the pure Reli- 
ion of Chriſt, and eſtabliſhed many ſhameful ines 
angerous both in Speculation and Practice. : 


Tuzy have, _ much Art, and the moſt refined Policy, 

t the Pope at the Head of an inſu ble ſpiritual Tyranny, 
222 him to lord Moat late: Brethren, — 
endeavouring by Force, to make them receive, as infallible, 
their ſtrange Deciſions in Points of Faith and Doctrine. 
They have ſet themſelves above the Civil Magiſtrate, aſſert- 
ing a right to diſpoſe of Empires and Kingdoms as they pleaſe; 
For this Power, ſay they, muſt have been in Jeſus Chriſt, 
and conſequently is veſted in his Repreſentative and Vicar: 
This his Vicar is not to be bound by any Laws, Oaths, or the 
moſt ſolemn Obligations; and therefore aſſerts a Power of 


diſpenſing with theſe through his whole Spiritual Empire. 


They claim alſo an abſolute Right of excluding all thoſe from 
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the Kingdom of Heaven, who will not ſubſcribe to their wil 
Opinions. They forbid the Marriage of Eccleſiaſticks that 
they may * Treaſure for the Service of the Church. 
They keep their People in Ignorance, and ſhut them out from 
the Means of Knowledge, by forbidding the Uſe of the Holy 
— Scriptures in a Language commonly underſtood. They have 
denied the Communion of the Cup to the Laity in direct 
Oppoſition to our Saviour's expreſs Command, and the con- 
ſtant Practice of the Primitive Church.“ They have eſtabliſh- 
ed Traditions to be of equal Authority with the written Word 9 
of God, and as they have not ſpecified particularly what theſe 
Traditions are, here is an inexhauſtible Fund for ſupporting 5 
the wildeſt and moſt abſurd Declarations. They require the 
Belief of the Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation contrary to the 
Evidence of Senſe, upon which indeed our holy Faith was 
firſt grounded, for it was ſupported by Miracles. They teach 
and recommend the Adoration of Angels and Saints in De- 
rogation to the Honour due to Chriſt, through whom alone 
we are directed to offer up our Prayers to God the Father. 
They have, without the leaſt Foundation of the Scriptures, 
declared, that, after this Life,- and previous to the Day of 
Judgment, there is a middle State in which the Soul is to be 
purged by Fire from all Filth contracted in the Fleſh : They 
very artfully make the Pope Maſter of theſe purging Fires, 
with full Power to ſhorten the Time, and mitigate the Force 
of the P uniſhment, in this manner impoſing upon the Cre- 
dulity of the Laity, and moſt charitably releaſing only thoſe 
' whoſe rich Friends or Relations can pay highly for their Re- 
| lief. They have, in direct Oppoſition to the ſecond Com- 
© mandment, eſtabliſhed the Doctrine of the Uſe of Images, 
and thus lead their People into many groſs Expreſſions of 


6 Idolatry. | 
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THESE, with many others, are the Errors of the Church 
of Rome : This is the Wood, Hay, and Stubble, which they 
have been long heaping up upon the good Foundation delivered 
to them: It was our Duty therefore, — Brethren, leſt we 
ſhould be led to do and believe that which is directly contra- 
ry to our Chriſtian Profeſſion, to ſeparate ourſelves from them, 
as we did happily at the Reformation, ſince we could not 
continue in their Communion without rejecting the Scriptures, 
and ſubſcribing to the Truth of Articles which from the Au- 
thority of thoſe ſacred. Writings we know to be falſe. But 
unhappily, in this our Country bigotted and ignorant, too 

many of the Inhabitants ſtill continue to embrace theſe 

Errors, and have laid hold on every Opportunity of endea- 

vouring to ſubject us again to this inſupportable Yoke : 

They have mixed Religion with Policy, and as they have, 

upon two memorable Occaſions, been juſtly. deprived of their 
Poſſeſſions, ſince Forfeitures are the natural and juſt Conſe- 
quences of Rebellions, they are hence diſpoſed to a Change, 
for the Recovery of their former Eſtates. a 


Tus is our Situation; It deſerves our utmoſt Prudence 
and Attention to prevent Conſequences which we have fo 
juſt Reaſon to apprehend ; for we know by ſad Experience, 
to what Lengths of Cruelty the Charity of that Church can 
go; what inhuman, and more than barbarous Sentiments 
their furious Spirit of Perſecution can raiſe in the Breaſt of 
their mildeſt Votaries. 0 | | 


Bur indeed, as we differ from them in Doctrine, ſo do 


|  _ wealſo moſt juſtly in Practice; For we know that the * Servant 
4% of God muſt not ſtrive, but be gentle unto all Men, apt to teach, 
patient, in Meekneſs inſtructing thoſe that oppoſe themſelves, if 

h Wy Ra Ged 
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God peradventure will give them Repentance to the acknowledg- 
ing of the Truth. Such is our Behaviour towards them, full 
of Mildneſs and brotherly Love: We do not force their 
Conſciences ; they are not proſcribed or baniſhed on account 
of their religious Opinions ; and though our Laws, for the 
ſecurity of the State, are penal againſt their Prieſts and Friars, 


yet they are ſuſpended, only kept over their Heads to prevent 


rebellions and treaſonable Practices: Nor can - theſe Laws be 


repealed with Prudence whilſt this deluded People continue 
in their miſtaken Principles, fince they are abſolutely neceſſa- 
ry for the prevention of Evil, which makes this a Charitable 


Severity; for we ſee from experience, that it is not the In- 
tention of the State to put them rigorouſly into Execution, fo 
long as the Roman Catholicks continue to ameant hemſelves 


to the Laws: Whilſt the Society and the eſtabliſhed Church 


remain ſecure, ſo long let them be indulged in the Exerciſe 


of their Religion, as hitherto they have enjoyed the undiſtur- 
bed Profeſſion of it for near Seventy Years. Indeed we muſt 


do them juſtice, they have merited this Indulgence by their 


Behaviour, and I hope they will go on to merit it. We wiſh 
their Religious Principles indeed to be altered,. and conformed 


to the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt : but we do not pretend to Lord 


it over their Conſciences, and by Violence to oblige them to 
retra& their Opinions; yet ſurely we have a right to take care, 
that theſe wrong Opinions may not proceed to wrong Actions, 
to Treaſons, Conſpiracies, and Rebellions : And as they have 
too ſtrong a Tendency that way, it is our Duty to prevent the 


Evil to the beſt of our Power, to ſupport and preſerve thoſe - 


Laws which have been wiſely appointed for this very End; 
that ſo, by their Aſſiſtance, we may be able to put a ſpeedy 


and effectual ſtop to any further Machinations intended for the 


Deſtruction of our Religion, our Civil Liberties, probably the 
Lives of many. 8 . 
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Ix our Laws, appointed for ſuch good Purpoſes, may ſeem 
to be ſevere, let it be conſidered, that the Severity is rather upon 
a Political than a Religious Account, and ſince they tend only 
to preſerve this deluded People from expoſing themſelves, 
through a furious, miſtaken Zeal, to many Evils, and at the 
End to ſure Deſtruction, they rather deſerve the Name of 
Mercy and Clemency, and, conſidering how they are executed, 
we cannot charge ourſelves with having departed from the 


ſtricteſt Charity in our Behaviour towards them. 


Our whole Conduct has been full of Brotherly Love and 
Kindneſs towards them : They live, equally with us, under 
the Protection of the Laws: They have an equal Share in the 


Trade of the Kingdom: They are encouraged by us without 


any Diſtinction, excepting that which our Security makes ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary: They are treated in private Life equally to 
our belt Neighbours and Friends, and, would they liſten to us, 


ve are ready with open Arms to receive them, to inſtruct them, 


and convince them of their Errors, and bring them over to 
the pure Profeſſion of Chriſtianity. | | 


AnD ſurely, this Charity, which we are aſſembled together 
to recommend and enforce, is a noble Inſtance of it. We have, 
at a very large Expence, which His Majeſty's truly Royal Boun- 
ty, the Munificence of the Parliament, and the charitable Con- 
tributions of private Perſons both in England and here, have 
ſupplied, erected many Seminaries for the Support and Edu- 
cation of- thoſe Children, whom. their Popiſh Parents are not 
able to maintain and educate. There are near Eighteen 
Hundred already taken Care of in theſe Houſes : They are 
decently cloathed, and wholſomely fed : They are carefully 
inſtructed in the true Principles of the Chriſtian Religion: 
They are taught to read and write, employed in Labour, and 
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_ inſtructed in the Arts of Agriculture, and that Branch of our 


Manufactures, which is open in its utmoſt Extent to us, much 
and kindly encouraged by England, and therefore proves the 
great Support of this Kingdom, and is a copious Inlet of 

ealth to it. When the Children come to a proper Age, 


they are put out Apprentices, after having ſpent Eight or Nine | 


Years in theſe Schools, in an innocent, induſtrious, ſober, 
chriſtian manner; and it is to be preſumed, that, when they 
mix with the World, they will carry theſe Principles 
with them, and not only prove themſelves to be honeſt, in- 
duſtrious, virtuous, and reli Members of Society, but, by 
the Force of their good Bf evious , ſtrongly incline others to 
admire and imitate ons Conduct; for Practice is more effec- 
tual than Precepts for the Reformation of Men: And when 
they are comfortably ſettled, and enabled by an honeſt Induſt- 
ry to ſupport cheir Families, this may probably raiſe a juſt 
Spirit of Emulation in their poor idle Neighbours, and inſen- 
ſibly lead them into a happy Imitation of thoſe Principles 
and Practices, which they obſerve to produce ſo many Com- 
forts, ſo great Security, Peace and Satisfaction. Theſe are the 
Effects juſtly to be expected from this truly Charitable Scheme, 
and if 1 be properly ſupported, carefully 


gently att 
neſs to this Nation : It will increaſe true Religion, cheriſh an 


honeſt Behaviour, make Truth, and Juſtice, and Sobriety, the 


diſtinguiſhing Characters of our People, and „ pro- 
irable, 


mote Induſtry, and baniſh Idleneſs; Effects moſt de 
as with theſe no Nation can be miſerable nor happy where 
the contrary Behaviour prevails.

© Trave heard it ſaid, that the Remedy is not proportionable 

to the Diſeaſe: The Roman Catholicks are many Hundreds 
of Thouſands; the Children annually ſent out from theſe 
Schools very few: This is true; the Scheme is now in it's In- 


fant State: Let us cheriſh it in it's Infancy that it may grow - 


up to Maturity. The Numbers hitherto are not ſuch as we 
could wiſh for; but they encreaſe gradually, and will go on 
to encreaſe as the Money 8 to this Purpoſe encreaſes. 
The large Sum, ſo generouſly granted this Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment, will, I hope, enable the Governors to add to their Se- 
minaries ; and poſſibly, when private Perſons find the State 
fo nobly diſpoſed to enlarge this Scheme, they will abound ſtill 
more in their Contributions: This Objection therefore does not 
overturn the Deſign, but rather ſtrongly recommends larger 
Supplies, and ſhews the Neceſſity of them. And ſurely they 
will be granted by all Lovers of their Country, who cannot 
apply their Superfluity more properly than by making it an 
happy Inſtrument to promote Religion, Honeſty and Induſtry. 


By this Means a ſecond Objection may be removed, taken 
from the low condition of thoſe who are now appointed to take 
care of theſe Children. Undoubtedly they ought to be Per- 
ſons of much Religion and Virtue: They ought to be know- 
ing, fair, regular Men, proper by their Example to improve 
and inſtru theſe Infants: hey ſhould be particularly zea- 
lous for the pure Religion of Chriſt, as profeſſed in our Church, 
and apt, from Reaſon, and a competent Knowledge of the 
Holy Scriptures, to fix ſtrong and early Impreſſions on the 
minds of the Children in favour of our holy Faith, and to 
arm them powerfully againſt the deluding Arts of the Adver- 
ſary. All this can hardly be expected from Maſters at ſo ſmall 
a Salary-as the. Society is now enabled to-allot them ; but as 
the Fund increaſes, this Defect may be ſupplied. In the 
mean 
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mean time much may be done by the Local Committees; and 
1 ſuppoſe, if the Members of thoſe Committees are regular, 
frequent and exact in their Viſitations, it will be of the great- 


eſt Service towards the ſecuring of all thoſe deſirable Ends 


which may be juſtly expected from this Charity They will, 
I hope, be particularly watchful over the Morals of the Chil- 
dren, and, if they find any of them diſpoſed to Vice, they will 
by juſt Correction endeavour! to reform them. If their Cor- 


rection proves ineffectual, they will acquaint the Standing 


Committee here of it, that ſo the. unhappy Influence of this 
ſuppoſed wicked Child may not infect the reſt; that he may 
in time be removed from this little Society; for Wickedneſs 
is of a very peſtilential Nature, and ſpreads itſelf with an 
amazing Quickneſs. And as the Pariſh Miniſter is generally 
a Member of the Local Committee, the Children by his 
Care and Labour will be fully inſtructed in all the neceſ- 
fary Points of our Holy Faith, and taught to behave them- 
ſelves ſoberly, diligently, and juſtly. - Theſe Ends will be beſt 
attained by a careful and conſtant Explanation of our Church 
| Catechiſm ; and I think it will be beſt explained Viud Voce, 
in plain eaſy Expreſſions. I am ſure that this will reach the 
Underſtanding, and fix the Principles in the Heart; whereas 
the being able to repeat the Cathechiſm exactly, or any ſhort 


Explanation of it, is little more than an Exerciſe of the- 


Memory: The Words are ſaid, but the Force of them is not 
underſtood ; Let the Articles ot our Holy Religion there- 


fore be fixed in their Hearts: Let the Goodneſs of God in 


our Creation, Preſervation, and Redemption, be imprinted on 


their Minds; Let the Shortneſs of this Life be frequently re- 


preſented to them, .and let them remember that after Death 
is the Judgment; And ſurely, when, from their firſt Infancy, 
they are perſuaded that no unjuſt Perſon, no lewd, no intem- 
te Man, no one who indulges himſelf in Lies, Slanders, 


and a contumelious Behaviour, no envious or proud Man,

can expect any ſhare in the Kingdom of God and our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt ; this will prove a powerful Guard to them, in 
their advanced Years, againſt Practices which expoſe them to 
Miſery both here, and hereafter, for ever; for the firſt Im- 


preſſions are ſtrong and laſting, and a fair, Life is al- 


moſt the ſure Conſequence of an early good Education. 
Ir will be alſo very proper to inſtruct the Children, as their 


Vears make them capable of ſuch Inſtruction, in the chief 


Points of Difference between us and the Roman Catholicks : 
This will ſecure them from the deluding, inſinuating Arts of 


Prieſts and Friars, from whom all Oppoſition to this Scheme 
is to be apprehended ; and poſſibly, by their Intercourſe here- 


after with thoſe of that Communion, — urs be able to 


' inſtru them in the right way, and prevail upon them to for- 
fake their Errors, and r into the Boſom of the Church. 


ANnoTHER Objection to this Charity is grounded upon the 


Difficulty of getting Popiſh Children to be educated in theſe _ 


Schools ; for the Prieſts have great Influence over their People, 


and make uſe of every Art, and that ſpiritual Power which 


is ſuppoſed to be veſted in them, to prevent the poor Papiſt 
from parting with his Children. This is no juſt Objection to 


the Scheme, but ſhews, by their oppoſition, their Fear of 
the Conſequences of it; and, the higher their Fears are, the 


greater ſhould our Application be to cheriſh and enlarge it. 


It is difficult to prevail upon them to ſend their Children to 
theſe Schools: I know from Experience, that many Perſons 
with numerous Families, diſtreſſed by Poverty, have, for ſuch 
was the Direction of the Prieſt, choſen rather to breed 


their young Offspring in Beggary, Nakedneſs, Idleneſs and. 
Vice, than to ſend them to theſe Seminaries, where they are 
well cloathed, well fed, and well inſtructed. However, in 
this Country, numbers are not yet, nor indeed ever can — 
| wante 
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wanted to fill up many more Schools than we have at preſent ; 


3 and, let the Children be what they will, whether Foundlings, 


or the Offspring of poor Proteſtants intermixed with Papilts, 
the great End of i Charity is fully anſwered, and we ſhall, 
as from an healthy Nurſery gf young Plants fkilſully reared, be 
able from theſe Seminaries to tranſplant large and flouriſhing 
Plantations into our naked and barren Grounds, to the great 
Improvement and Beauty of the whole Country. 


Lr us go on then, chearfully and generouſly to ſupport 
and enlarge this Charity to the beſt of our Power : Let not 
any one ſay that he is not able to contribute to it: This is a 
weak Excuſe in too many; they find Supplies for an extrava- 
gant Luxury: Let them retrench in this; a very ſmall ſaving 
upon this wretched Article, ſo unhappily encreaſing to our 
— and Deſtruction, applied to this Charity, will be at- 
tended with very bleſſed, extenſive Effects; will improve the 
Morals of our Inhabitants encreaſe and ſtrengthen the Pro- 
- teſtant Intereſt, enlarge our Manufactures, and be a ſource of 
Wealth and Security to this Nation. Surely our rich Gentry 
will receive more Benefit and Comfort from Money diſpoſed 
of for ſuch goood Ends than they can poſſibly enjoy from Ex- 
travagance in Equipage and Dreſs, from Feaſtings, Gaming, 
and riotous, A aac The Circumſtances of our 
Country, our private Happineſs and Satisfaction, call upon 
us to be frugal, temperate, honeſt and induſtrious: We are 
but in the beginning of our Improvement, and yet have very

e are come to the End without acquiring the Means. For 


Wing naturally produces Induſtry, Frugality, and Parſimo-

JEORGE Moe . G God, of Great- 
G France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, 
&. To all Perſons to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come.— 
Foraſmuch as we have received Information by che Petition of the 
Lord Primate, Lord Chancellor, Archbiſhops, Noblemen, Biſhops, 
Judges, Gentry, and Clergy of our Kingdom of lreland, That in 
many Parts o the ſaid Kingdom there are great Tracts of Land 
almoſt intirely inhabited by Papiſts, who are „ qr 
in great Ignorance of the true Religion, and bred up in great 
fection to the Government: That the erecting of Enelith Proteſtant 
Schools in thoſe Places; is abſolutely ny for their Converſion ; 
that the Engliſh Pariſh Schools already eſtabliſhed, are not fuffici- 
ent for that Purpoſe; nor can the Refi ence of the Faroclual Clergy 
only, fully anſwer that End. 
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-To the Intent therefore, that the Children of the Popiſh, and 
other poor Natives of the ſaid Kingdom, may be inſtructed in the 
Eng liſh T ongue, and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, 
— that ſo — a Deſign may the more cctv be carried on; 
The Lord Lieutenant, and ſome of the Chief Nobility, Gentry,

RISE and PROGRESS of the Icorporated Society in Dublin, 
for promoting Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in Ireland, from the 
Opening of his Majeſty's Royal Charter, February 6, 1733, to 
March 25, 1758. | 


HE flow Advances which the Proteſtant Religion, and a Spirit of Induſ- 
try, have made among the common People of Ireland, for an Age paſt, 
being obſerved by ſome worthy Perſons of this Kingdom, they formed 
themſelves into a voluntary Society for ſetting up Parochial Schools, as 
the beſt Remedy they could provide in that Caſe. . 

Hereupon many ſuch Schools were ſet up in Dublin, and ſome other chief Cities 
and Towns under the Encouragement and Direction of ſeveral of the Biſhops, No- 
bility, Gentry, and Clergy, as a Means to forward the good Work; but after the 
Experience of many Years, they perceived that the Succeſs did not anſwer their Ex- 
pectations; for the Children 9 as Day-Scholars only, and afterwards put 
out Apprentices and Servants, in Places not remote enough from their own Homes, 
their Popiſh Parents and their Prieſts, had too frequent Acceſs to them, and often 
found Means to draw them back to Popery, juſt at that Point of Life, when Chit 
dren begin to be ſuſceptible of religious Impreſhons. | 

But this Scheme even though it had not failed in any Part, was very inſufficient 
to anſwer the End of a general Reformation; for as the major Part of thoſe Scho- 
lars were the Children of Proteſtants, the Number of young Converts made in 
thoſe Schools was very ſmall, and could not have turned the Balance againſt Popery 
in the Space of ſome Centuries. | | bs: 

It was therefore judged neceſſary to find out ſome other Expedient, that might 
operate more extenſively and ſpeedily, to the general Converſion and Reformation 
of the poor Natives. And the Expedient at laſt happily choſen, was to apply to 
His Majeſty by Petition, that he would by his Charter incorporate a Socixrv, with 
Powers for erecting Schools in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, wherein the Children 
of poor Papiſts, and other poor Natives, ſhould be inſtructed in the Engliſh Tongue, 
(which many of them cannot ſpeak) and in the Principles of true Religion and

Utenſils for their Country Labours; it was ſoon evident, that the neceffary Expence 
of a few Schools would require a greater Fund than this poor Country could ſupply, 
The Society therefore found themſelves under a Neceſſity of having Recourſe to 
the Charity and Piety of England (which has ever been diſtinguiſhed for Acts of 
Munificence) and herein their Hopes have not been diſappointed, as will appear 
from the Liſt of Engliſh BenefaQors, which has been yearly publiſhed, - and will 
continue ſo to be.

In Purſuance of this View, the Society ſent over their former Secretary, _ 
Hanfard, 'Eſq; furniſhed with proper Credentials for ſoliciting and receiving 
factions, in which he proved very facceſsful. 

At was likewiſe thought adviſeable to ſet on foot a Correſponding Society in London,, 
who reſiding in that Metropolis, might be inſtrumental in procuring and remitting 
Subſcriptions and Donations, and keeping up a regular Correſpondence -with the 
Incorporated Society in Dublin, in order to inform them of all Occurrences, and to 
communicate their Sentiments and Advice, as Occaſion ſhould require. | 

Buy which Means ſeveral Perſons were encouraged to become Subſcribers ; of

for the Honour of God, and a Spirit of Charity towards the poor deluded Natives

By theſe ſeaſonable Aids the Society have been enabled to extend their Schools 
into ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, through the Encouragement of divers Gentlemen, 
and Bodies Corporate, who have given in Perpetuity one Acre of Land, ſome of them 
a greater Quantity, for the Site of a School on their Eſtates, beſides beneficial Leaſes 
of ſmall Farms contiguous to every School, to be cultivated and improved by the 

Labour of the Boys; particularly the Five Corporations of Dublin, Waterford, 
Kilkenny, Caſhell, and Trim, who have generouſly made conſiderable Grants out 
of their Eſtates, for encouraging Schools in or near their reſpective Cities, as is 
more fully ſet forth in the yearly Abſtract. | . 9 | 

In Conſequence — the Society have under their preſent Care and Direction 

Forty Six Schools already opened, Four now Building, and Five reſolved to be im- 
mediately built, making in all Fifty Five Schools; beſides a Charter Nurſery in a 
Houſe hired for that Uſe in Dublin, where Children ſent up from the Country in 
Rags, are cloathed, fed, and taught, and attended by a Maſter, Miſtreſs, and Nurſe. 
This is a Sort of Store-houſe, from whence the Children are tranſplanted to the 
Country Schools as Occaſion requires, and has Accommodations for about One 
Hundred Children in Number, all which are ſupported out of their ſlender Fund. 
The Society call it ſlender, becauſe it is comparatively ſo, regard being had to their 
preſent Out-goings, and to the Multitude of poor Popiſh Children yet unprovided 

for, who would fill Ten times that Number of Schools for a Succeflion of many 

Years, if Means could be found to maintain them. 


— 
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But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many Benefactors for carrying on this 
good Work thus far, the Society would hope that it will not reſt here; but that God 
would put it into the Hearts of many other charitable Perſons to encourage theſe 
Schools, ſince they can no where find fitter Objects. For Charity can never be 
carried higher, than to reſcue the Souls of "Thouſands of poor Children from che 
Dangers of Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry, and their Bodies from the Miſeries of 
Idleneſs and Beggary. This is not retailing Charity to Particulars, but diffuſing it 
over a whole Nation; it is a Charity that will make thoſe who are at preſent a Nu- 
ſance and a Burden to their Country, to become a Treaſure and a Bleſſing to it; 
that will make honeſt and induſtrious Men, of thofe who would have been bred up in 
Thievery and Rags; it is a Charity that will multiply obedient and peaceable Subjects 
to the King, and render the Proteſtants of Ireland ſafe in their Lives and Poſſeſſions. 
And it will for ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſquietudes and Apprehen- 
ſions, which upon ſome former Conjunctures, have alarmed the Government and 
People of England, by reaſon of the near Neighbourhood of a formidable Body of 
Papiſts, devoted to the See of Rome, and ready to rebel at the Inſtigation of their 
Prieſts, or the ſecret Machinations of a foreign Enemy. | 

Theſe will be ſome of the happy Effects of the Charter-Schools, if they can be 
ſufficiently multiplied and extended. And yet they will be produced by Means that 
cannot be liable to Cenſure or Objection; not by Force or Terror, not by Penal 
Laws and Proſecutions, which can only make Hypocrite* ; but by the Innocent and 
gentle Means of enlightening and inſtructing the ignorant Minds of Children in the 
pure Truths of the Goſpel, and leading them early tc that Fountain-Head, which 
the Church of Rome has cruelly ſealed up: Theſe are the only Methods practiſed 
by the 2 as being agreeable to the Nature of Man, and to the Genius of the 
Chriſtian Religion. | 

And for obviating the great Danger of the Childrens relapſing, the Society are very 
careful to tranſplant them originally to Schools remote from their Popiſh Parents and 
Relations, who would be apt to pervert them. This Expedient, ſo eſſential to the 
obtaining the Ends of the Gm tho? it may have eſcaped public Cognizance, has 

ved an Article of no ſmall Expence to the Society, and will continue fo to be, 

If, after all, any Man ſhould really doubt whether this Scheme for converting the 

r Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for that Purpoſe, he may eaſily be ſatisfied 
— the Alarm it has given to the Popiſh Prieſts, who have lately denied the Com- 
munion, and refuſed Abſolution to thoſe Parents, who have ſuffered the Children to 
be received into the Charter- Schools, though it be to ſave them from periſhing with. 
Hunger and Nakedneſs. This is a plain Confeſſion of their inward Fears and Appre- 
henfions, that the Charter is laying the Axe to the Root of Popei y, and will in its 
Progreſs accompliſh that Work by ſweet and inſenſible Means, which has been too 
hard for coercive and penal Laws, in a Courſe of more than Fifty Years. 

The Society beg Leave to recommend in the molt earneſt Manner to Gentlemen 
and Ladies to viſit, as often as they can, the Charter-Schools in their reſpective 
Neighbourhoods, to inſpect the State of the ſaid Schools, of the Furniture, Cloathing, 
and Diet of the Children, and ſee that the Maſters and Miſtreſſes diſcharge their Du- 
ties, not only in cloathing and feeding the Children properly, but alſo in —

and in a true Senſe of their great Obligations to be dutiful and loyal to the preſent 
happy Government; and in giving them a juſt Impreſſion of the Corruptions, Ido- 
latry, and cruel Perſecutions of Popery. 
The Society cannot part with this Subject, without offering one Hint to the Gen- 
tlemen of this Kingdom, which they do with the greateſt Deference and Tenderneſs. 
It is evident that the greateſt Part of the Contributions to this good Work has 
been remitted from England, to the Amount of 308931. 3s. 6d. to Nov. 2. 1757. 
iven by Perſons, many of whom have no Intereſt in Ireland, nor Relation to it, 
ut ſend over their Bounty upon the pure Principle of Charity, and for God's Sake, 
for which they can hope for no Reward but in the World to come. But the Caſe 
is very different with regard to the Gentlemen of Ireland; for as their Benefactions 
will be laid out in their own Country, and frequently upon their own Eſtates, the 
Money will circulate among their own 'Tenants, and in the End reimburſe the Do- 
nors : Every Popiſh Child turned out a Proteſtant from theſe Schools, will bring an 


Acceſſion of Strength to the Proteſtant Intereſt and of Wealth to the Kingdom, by 


the Labour of his Hands. So that if the Charter-Schools could be ſufficiently ex- 
tended and diffuſed, they would be the Means of increaſing Induſtry and Trade, and 
uſeful Manufactures; which muſt of courſe improve every Gentleman's Eſtate. 
The Society will conclude with this one Obſervation, which they apprehend to be 
of conſiderable Importance, though little attended to; namely, that the Progreſs 
of theſe Schools muſt, in its natural Courſe, gradually aboliſh the Number of 
Popiſh Holidays, by means of which, ſome hundred thouſands of working Hands 
are kept idle, and the Labour and Profit of them loſt to the publick Stock for a con- 


ſiderable Part of the Year, the very Harveſt not excepted. 


This Damage, as little as it is obſerved, yet upon a fair Calculation, will appear 
to be an aſtoniſhing Drawback from the Wealth and Strength of the Nation; for 
it eats like a Worm unſeen at the Root of our Proſperity, which grows chiefly from 
Labour, and muſt languiſh with the Decreaſe of it. | ; 

It is manifeſt therefore, that the Increaſe of Proteſtant Hands, in confequence of 


- theſe Schools, will remove this great Evil, which, humanly ſpeaking, cannot be 


done by any other Means,
